E cannot-doubr of the Duke of Sa- 
voy’s having entred into the Grand 
Confederacy agginft the 2 Crowns; 
imagining the King muft needs be 
well affur'd of it before he fentOrder 
to theDuke ef Vendome to difarm and make Prifoners 
his Royal Highnefs’s Troops in Italy. Of all the 
Expedients that were propos’d, for preventing the 
ill Confequences of this Engagement into which 
his Royal Highnefs is entred with the Allies, and for 
inducing him to renew a firm Priendfhip with the, 
two Crowns, none was judg’d better, than to fend 
Orders to the Duke of Vendome to march with a 
Body of Troops towards the Frontiers of Piedmont, 
and to demand an Interview with his Royal High- 
nefs, or a Conference with his Minifters, to the end 
he may come to a clear underftanding with his, 
Royal Highnefs, and offer him all the Satisfaction 
he can defire, the King being refolv’d to grant him 
whatever Terms he can reafonably demand. We 
flatter our felves here, that the. Duke of Savoy will 
without much Difficulry be brought over, and ’tis 
pretended the Count de Vernon his Ambaffador at 
this Court, has affur’d our Miniftry, that the Duke 
his Mafter will readily hearken to Propofals of Ac- 
commodation, having caus’d all the French in his 
Dominions to be put under Arreft only by way of 
Reprifal for the Duke of Vendome’s having fecur’d 
his Troops ; and that thereupon Anfwer was made 
tothe Count, that the Duke of Vendome was or- 
der’d to treat with him. We expect the Iffue of the 
advantageous Propofals that are to be offer'd his 
Royal Highnefs ; mean time we are told the King 
will infift on putting Garrifons of his own into Ver- 
ceil and the Citadel of Nice, which "tis apprehended

Tis reported likewife that the Pope, 
the Republick of Venice, and the Duke of Tufcany, 
have made a Treaty to maintain themfelves in their 
Neutrality, in which they acknowledge -that the 
Houfe of Bourbon and that of Auftria have equal
